New York, Oct. 23.—Wherever 
brokers and financiers met yesterday 
chiefly in clubs like the Union, Metro¬ 
politan and Union League, what 
amounted practically to informal 
conferences on the monetary situa¬ 
tion took place.

A few operators 
may have trouble in renewing their 
loans they would like to, but as for 
any general lowering of credit or 
financial storm I think it impossible.”

Goods Made From Tin Plate 
Sell Somewhat Higher. 

1 New York, Oct. 23.—The Ameri¬ 
can Can Company litis made a sub- 
stantial advance in (he price of most 
of its products because of the advance 
In raw materials. This announce¬ 
ment is made on the authority of a 
representative of the corporation. 

The statement follows: 

Goods made front tin plate, which 
Include products of tho American Can 
Company, and other companies in the 
same line of trade, have been materi¬ 
ally advanced because of the in¬ 
creased cost of tin plate, and also pig 
tin and pig lead. It is from the last 
two products that solder is made for 
the manufacture of cans. This applies 
to everything except packers’ cans, 
prices on which have not as yet been 
officially announced as the season 
does not begin until January 1. In 
some cases the advance Is equal to 
25 per cent. 

GETS IRON FOR GOLD. 

Man of Wealth Is Made Victim of Old 
Confidence Game. 

Hanford, Cal., Oct. 18.—Mike Deu- 
tra, a wealthy farmer of this county, 
wus the victim, yesterday, of an old 
confidence trick. Two strangers vis¬ 
ited him at his ranch near Granger- 
villo, pretending to buy the place. 
They induced Deutra to draw from 
the bank $5,000 in gold and place il 
In a barley sack before the deal 
would be closed. Deutra came to 
Hanford and the Farmers and Mer¬ 
chants’ National Bank handed hint 
the coin in a sack. 

During further discussion of the 
deal the strangers took Deutra’s sack 
of gold, leaving a sack of iron wash¬ 
ers, and drove away. Officers are In 
pursuit in automobiles. 

Throws llimself Before Moving Train 

London, Oct. 23. P. McFayden, 
head of MacEayden bankers, whose 
suspension was announced Saturday, 
committed suicide within an hour 
after posting the notice of the failure 
on the door of the bank by throwing 
himself before a train in a tunnel 
half a mile away front his place ol 
business. 

Mr. MacFayden appears to have 
gone direct from his hank to a sta¬ 
tion 011 the City and South London 
Railway, to have entered the tunnel 
unobserved and deliberately laid 
down in front of an approaching 
train. The engineer reported having 
run over an obstruction In the tunne' 
and a search revealed a shockinglj 
mutilated body, which was identified 
as that of Mr. MacFayden.
